Misinformation given the Mexican 
embassy by an outside source today 
caused the announcement by the em­ 
b a s s y that President Wilson had a c­ 
cepted General Carranza’s proposal 
for a reciprocal agreement whereby 
Carranza would be allowed to cros> 
the border into the United States in 
the hunt of Yillistas.

against the u nited sentim ent of the 
northern p rovinces loy al to Yu an. 
The history of the Chinese revolu tion 
has been written from the ou tside by 
-variou s au thors, from newsp ap er re­ 
p orts, su p p lemented by official m ani­ 
festos and the ey ewitness accou nts of 
the few “battles.” 
The inside history 
of this movement has never been told. 
There is only one foreigner who has 
had the entire confidence of the re­ 
p u blican government and who is com­ 
p etent to write the inner story of the 
revolu tion. 
This gentleman is W. H. 
Donald, now editor of the F ar Eastern 
Review. 
The story of the p assing of 
the Manchu s likewise can only be told 
by a few foreigners who have enjoy ed 
the confidence of Yu an Shih Kai or 
his tru sted lieu tenants, Chou Tzu Chi 
and Liang Shih YL One of these p riv­ 
ileged foreigners was the writer.

Donald is my associate and p artner. 
I assert, therefore, with emp hasis and

p revented by the op p ortu ne p rotest of 
British interests and that Yu an Shih 
Kal broke his p ledged word and cou rt 
ed the hostility of his best foreign 
friends in order to save China's most 
valu able assets from p assing u nder the 
control of Jap an.

fairness, ju stice, vital American inter 
csts, demand that the facts, so far as 
they are ascertainable, be p laced be 
fore ou r p eop le. 
The Indep endent—! select this edito- 


headstrong y ou ng regent to p reserve 
the life of Yu an and to grant him 
safe condu ct to his home in Honan. 
Yu an was strip p ed of his honors and 
offices and ordered into retirem ent to 
“nu rse his sick leg.” 
Yu an owed his 
life to the vigorou s attitu de of the 
British minister. Sir John Jordan. 
It is charged that Yu an “betray ed 
the Box ers and betray ed their op p o­ 
nents.” Well, w hat wou ld the foreign­ 
er have him do? 
Firm adherence to 
imp erial orders in 1000 wou ld have 
p lu nged the Yangtze valley and cen­ 
tral China into chaos of massacre and 
of bloodshed. 
Yu an’s alteration of the 
imp erial edict to “kill all foreigners” 
into an order to “p rotect all foreign­ 
ers” can su rely hardly be held against 
him.

Peking and imp rison the emp ress dow ­ 
ager, Tsu Hsi. 
Yu an was ex p ected to ; 
“tremble and obey ” 
withou t delay . 1 
Su ch, in brief, are the facts. 


Yu an, instead of ex ecu ting this order 
of assassination, tu rned the tables on i 
his sovereign. 
Kwang Hsu su ffered 
the 
imp risonment 
and 
degradation j 
which he had intended to imp ose u p on j 
the emp ress dowager. 
In p lain words, 
“Yu an betray ed the emi>eror.” This is 
tru e. 
History , so far, is right. 
Bu t 
history , carefu l to give u s the bones, 
fails to p rovide u s with the blood and 
the tissu e of the story ; history fails to 
record those vital circu mstances which 
disclose that in betray ing the emp eror, 
Kw ang Hsu , Yu an Shih Kai showed 
himself p ossessed of all those nobler 
-qu alities 
which 
in 
all 
cou ntries, 
throu ghou t all ages, have been recog­ 
nized and ex tolled as the p rime a ttri­ 
bu tes of the tru e man. 


Chinese Applaud Mo tiv es. 


Unsop histicated 
foreigners, 
seeing 
only the p olitical side of the incident, 
emp hasize the “betray al” of the em ­ 
p eror. 
The Chinese, however, over­ 
looking this lap se of official rectitu de, 
ap p lau d the motives which imp elled 
Yu an to ring tru e to the golden coin of 
those higher ideals of their u nwritten 
code. 
Had Y'uan faithfu lly carried ou t 
his orders and cru elly decap itated his 
own sworn brother his name wou ld 
have gone down in the p ages of Chi­ 
nese history as that of the blackest 
and most desp icable among traitors. 
He wou ld long ago have p aid the p en­ 
alty with the forfeitu re of his own 
life. 
It is charged that “Yu an betray ed 
the 
emp ress 
dowager.” 
How 
and 
when? 
Up to the day of Tzu IIsl’s 
death he was her favorite official, in­ 
tru sted with the seriou s work of re­ 
forming and reorganizing, co-ordinat­ 
ing the variou s branches of the gov 
ernment. 
There is no record of any 
qu estionable action of Yu an Shih Kat 
against 
the old emp ress, 
the “old 
Bu ddha” of her Pekingese admirers. 
On the accession to the throne of P ’u 
Yi and the elevation of his father, 
Prince Ch’u n, to the regency Yu an had 
to fly for his life to the sanctu ary of 
the foreign settlements at Tientsin. 
The dy ing emp eror, K w ang Hsu , left 
as his sole legacy to his brother, Prince 
Ch’u n. the commission to “kill Yu an,” 
whom he held resp onsible for all hi“ 
misfortu nes. 
And here again is an­ 
other instance where family and blood 
traditions and law p receded all other 
obligations.

The day that Yu an Shih Kai 
entered Peking at the head of his own 
p icked troop s and body gu ard the con­ 
trol of the government p assed into his 
hands. 


Did No t Betray the Manchus. 


It is now charged that he “betray ed 
the Manchu s.” 
This is an u ntru th. 
The inside history of those memorable 
day in Peking remains to be written. 
Yu an was loy al to the Manchu s u ntil 
all hop e of p reserving the dy nasty was 
lost. 
Had Yu an been fu rnished with 
the fu nds and sinews of w ar the Man­ 
chu emp eror wou ld still occu p y the 
dragon throne, bu t Yu an wou ld have 
ru led as regent. 
With an emp ty treas­ 
u ry and the fou r great lending p owers 
solidly op p osing a loan to either side, 
Manchu s or revolu tionaries, and the 
failu re of the Manchu p rinces to con­ 
tribu te tbeir hoarded wealth for the 
p reservation of their own cau se there 
cou ld be only one p ossible ending. 


the reorganization loan, which was ab­ 
solu tely necessary in order that China 
might be p laced once more u p on her 
feet 
The national life of China is still in 
jeop ardy . 
The aggressive demands of 
Jap an bring home to intelligent and 
p atriotic Chinese the grave danger 
which again menaces their national 
ex istence. 
There is only one man in 
the cou ntry who has the confidence of 
the p eop le. 
There is only one man in 
China who commands the resp ect and 
su p p ort of the p owers. 
There is only 
one man who has the strength to re­ 
store China to her p lace among the na­ 
tions. T hat man is Yu an Shih Kai. 


The Manchu cau se was iost for lack 
of lu cre. 
Yu an held ou t to the last, 
hop ing against hoi>e that some break 
in the financial deadlock wou ld enable 
him to save the day . 
When Liang 
Shih-y i cou ld do no more, when Chou 
Tzu -chi acknowledged his inability to 
raise fu rther fu nds and the Manchu 
p rinces 
refu sed 
to 
disgorge 
their 
wealth the Ching dy nasty was doomed. 
The real Chinese revolu tion was fou ght 
by the financial ministers, not by ar­ 
mies p itted against one another in the 
op en field. 
There was no triu m p h of 
rep u blican p rincip les; there was no de­ 
feat of monarchy as su ch. 
The Man­ 
chu dy nasty and the rep u blican cau se 
alike collap sed from sheer financial ex 
bau stion. 
Dr. Su n, General H w ang Using and 
the sou thern cabinet were desp erate 
and resorted to every p ossible ex p edi­ 
ent in order to raise fu nds from w hat­ 
soever qu arter. 
The choicest, most 
valu able and p rofitable assets of the 
sou thern p rovinces were offered as se­ 
cu rity to Jap an. 
These negotiations 
were brou ght to a climax by a p rop o­ 
sition to mortgage the fleet, ware­ 
hou ses and wharves of the China Mer 
chant Steam Navigation comp any to 
Jap anese Interests for a few million 
dollars, thu s handing over to Jap an for 
a mere bagatelle the most lu crative 
native Chinese enterp rise. 
British ship p ing interests at Shang­ 
hai, menaced by this threatened trans­ 
fer of China ship p ing to their most 
formidable rival for the carry ing trade 
of China, brou ght influ ence to bear on 
the British government and comp elled 
the breaking of the financial deadlock. 
The first act of Yu an as p resident 
and Tang as p remier, which has been 
characterized as a “breach of faith,” 
was therefore necessitated and ex cu sed 
in Chinese ey es as being imp erative In 
order to save the most imp ortant 
among*Chinese enterp rises from p ass­ 
ing u nder the control of Jap an. 
For 
had not 
Yu an 
fu rnished the fu nds 
p romp tly 
to 
Dr. 
Su n and General 
Hwang Using at Nanking, not only the 
China m erchants’ fleet, bu t the sou th 


A strong rep u blic in China is a direct 
menace to the p eace and tranqu illity 
of her neighbors. 
If it is admitted 
that the fou r hu ndred or fou r hu ndred 
and fifty millions of Chinese (over­ 
night, as it were) have become p os­ 
sessed of all those qu alifications that 
go tow ard making the citizens of a re­ 
p u blic with all that this imp lies—that 
they have step p ed ou t of medievalism 
into modernity withou t any ap p arent 
p eriod 
of 
transition—w hat 
answer 
cou ld the British government make to 
the millions of India when they de­ 
mand a larger share of au tonomy , as 
they are now doing? 
W hat answer 
can the American government give to 
the seven or eight million Filip inos 
who clamor for fu ll au tonomy when 
they are not cry ing ou t for immediate 
Indep endence, as they are today ? 
A strong Chinese rep u blic will never 
be tolerated by au tocratic Ru ssia. And 
the ex amp le of China being ever be­ 
fore the rap idly growing socialist p ar­ 
ty in Jap an, China, a rep u blic, mu st 
also meet with the stern and grim dis­ 
ap p roval 
of a 
monarchical 
sy stem 
which imp licitly worship s its emp eror 
as divine. 
A rep u blic in China is an imp ossi­ 
bility . 
If not destroy ed by internal 
dissensions it mu st fall a p rey to its 
monarcbieal neighbors whose institu ­ 
tions (in belief or in fact) are men­ 
aced. 
When China is strong and able 
to assert her right to m anage her in­ 
ternal affairs in her own way she can 
talk abou t the establishment of a re­ 
p u blic. 
Weak as she is, ex p osed to 
the aggression of her m ilitant neigh­ 
bors, the only safe road for her to trav ­ 
el Is along the line of least resistance. 
The cordial friendship of Jap an, Ru s­ 
sia and Great Britain is essential to 
China du ring her try ing y ears of re­ 
form and reconstru ction. 
This friend­ 
ship will never be ex tended to a re­ 
p u blican form of government. 
On the 
contrary , su ch a form of government 
can only invite enmity and hatred. 
Yu an is a p ractical statesman. 
The 
men who su rrou nd him are fu lly alive 
to the p ossibilities of the fu tu re. 
The 
national life of China hangs in the bal­ 
ance. 
Only a strong emp eror cou ld 
save the nation. 
So the p eop le of 
China have decided in favor of a re­ 
tu rn to the monarchy , with their strong 
man as emp eror. 
“The rep u blic is betray ed!” cry the 
Chinese idealists and their friends in 
America. 
Again the charge is tru e. 
Yu an has “betray ed the rep u blic” tech­ 
nically , thou gh not in fact, bu t if left 
to carry ou t his mission he will save 
China from p assing the way of Korea, 
Indo-China and India. . 


Ordering Troops Into Mexico is Ex­ 


pected to Help Preparedness B ills— 


Important Dom estic Legislation to 
Be Given Immediate Attention. 


Washington, 
March 
13.—O rdering 
of American troop s into Mex ico to 
p u rsu e General Villa and the adm in­ 
istration’s victory in the armed ship 
controversy have had a steading ef­ 
fect u p on congreu s, which for several 
weeks had been a storm center over 
international affo’rs. 
With these issu es ap p arently ou t of 
the way , congressional leaders hop e 
to make rap id p rogress with im p ortant 
domestic bu siness at hand, p articu lar­ 
ly the ap p rop riation bills and the na- 
tionel defense p rogram. 
W ithin ten 
day s at least the Hou se ex p ects to 
have the army reorganization bill be­ 
fore it. The senate already is at work 
on the government arm or p late p lant 
bill, and will have the senate arm y re­ 
organization bill before it before m any 
day s. 
That the m ilitary activity in Mex i­ 
co will serve to hasten the comp letion 
of the defense p lans of the adm inis­ 
tration 
is 
adm itted, 
even 
by 
the 
stau nchest p acificists in congress, nor 
does any one deny that it will win 
votes for p rep aredness. 
Before it is taken up . however, the 
rep eal of the free su gar p rovision of 
the tariff law and the immigration bill 
with its modified literacy test, m u st 
he disp osed of. 
Both p robably will be 
p assed this week. 
The 
senate, 
having 
p assed' the 
Shields water p ower bill and cleared 
the calendar of m any small bills, is 
getting ready to vote on the Tillman 
government arm or p late bill M arch 21. 
In the meantime there is ex p ected to 
be 
interm ittent 
discu ssion 
of 
the 
measu re, while ap p rop riation bills are 
awaited from the hou se. 
In the hou se Rep resentative Bailey 
of Pennsy lvania will introdu ce what 
he terms a “p u blic op inion bill,” 
a 
m easu re which is the ou tgrowth of 
the agitation over su bmarine warfare. 
The bill wou ld p rovide that u p on the 
filing with the secretary of the in ter­ 
ior of a written p etition signed by 
500,000 
qu alified 
voters, 
requ esting 
that any qu estion of national p olicy be 
su bmitted to the electors for their 
op inion, the qu estion at issu e shou ld 
be su bmitted at the nex t congressional 
election. 
Administration leaders do 
not ex p ect the m easu re to be consid­ 
ered seriou sly .

Washington, 
March 13.—President 
W ilson is seriou sly considering the 
advisability of calling ou t five regi­ 
m ents of national gu ard cavalry ' to 
go to the border to do p atrol du ty 
there in p lace of the regu lar soldiers, 
who are being sent into Mex ico in 
p u rsu it of Villa. 
In case the p resident calls on the 
national gu ard cavalry regiments from 
New York, Pennsy lvania, Michigan, 
Ohio and Illinois, 
all regarded 
as 
“crack” regiments, will be chosen for 
p atrol du ty at the beginning. 
In all likelihood infantry regim ents 
in Tex as, New’ Mex ico and Arizona 
w’ill be called on also. 
Each of these 
states has a comp lete regiment of in­ 
fantry ready for service. Tex as in ad­ 
dition to the regim ent of infantry , has 
three troop s of cavalry it can fu rnish. 
T here 
are 
ap p rox imately 
six ty -five 
men in each troop . 
In case the national gu ard regi­ 
m ents are sent to the border their 
service will be confined to American 
soil u nless a general war with all fac 
tions in Mex ico resu lts.

Brilliant Counter Attacks by French 


Upset Carefully Laid Plans of Crown 


Prince to Capture the Big Fortress 


at Verdun. 


London, March 13.—A fu riou s as­ 
sau lt 
by 
the 
French 
infantry 
in 
massed formation in an effort to drive 
the G erm ans from the east bank of 
the River Meu se, northw est of Ver­ 
du n, was rep u lsed with heavy losses, 
according to the official statem ent is­ 
su ed by the German w ar office, and 
the Paris w ar office adm its that the 
troop s of the crown p rince have been 
su ccesswu l in another p ortion of the 
gigantic Verdu n battle line. 
German attacks, p receded by vio­ 
lent artillery bombardments, su cceed­ 
ed in cap tu ring a small trench to the 
north of Eix , on the eastern front of 
the Verdu n sector on the west bank 
of the Meu se. 
No infantry engagements were re­ 
p orted, althou gh the terrific bombard­ 
ment by the German m asses of field 
gu ns, m ortars and howitzers continu es 
u nabated in the efforts of the crown 
p rince to cru sh the big French fort­ 
ress with his iron ring. 
Since the p resent op erations were 
commenced in the Meu se region, the 
Berlin 
statem ent 
say s, 
26,47 2 
u n­ 
wou nded French officers and men have 
been cap tu red. 
A brilliant cou nter attack by French j 
chasseu rs 
was resp onsible 
'o r the j 
check which u p set the carefu lly laid 
p lans of the Germans for the cap tu re 
of Verdu n, according to an accou nt of 
the battle the Paris Jou rnal declares 
to have obtained from seven Pru ssian 
officers 
who were taken 
p risoners 
while on sp ecial p atrol du ty . 
One of them declared the nu mber 
of gu ns u sed in the Galician cam­ 
p aign was not to be comp ared with 
the great batteries assembled for the 
assau lt u p on Verdu n. 
The trem endou s French mitrailleu se 
fire su rp assed any thing he had ever 
know’n, the G 
man is qu oted as sav­ 
ing. 
He asserted the French artillery 
at Dou au mont, was equ al in strength 
at that p oint to the German, bu t that 
it was the gallant charge of the French 
chasseu rs which finally drove them 
back. 
The 
p atrols described their 
p rogress to the front in its last stage 
as having been made over heap s of 
dead comrades. 
The Germ ans ex p lained that their 
higher com m ander had taken meas­ 
u res in advance to p rovide that all 
their artillery , comp rising hu ndreds of 
heavy gu ns, shou ld advance In a com­ 
p act mass as if it were a single bat­ 
tery . 
The orders were to “fire with­ 
ou t stop p ing u ntil ex hau sted,” and 
shells wrere u sed in enormou s qu anti­ 
ties. 
W hen the French gu ns fou nd 
their range, the Germans said, the bat­ 
teries which had been concentrated 
had to be disp ersed or they wou ld have 
been p u t ou t of action. 


SEEK ALLEGED “LOVE PIRATE” 


Los Angeles Police Looking For Quil- 
hot, W anted In South Bend. 
Sou th Bend, Ind., March 13.—John 
H. Qu ilhot, vice investigator and al­ 
leged “love p irate,” who is wanted in 
Sou th Bend to answer nine grand ju ry 
indictments, is believed to be in Los 
Angeles, and is being sou ght by the 
p olice there at the requ est of the local 
au thorities. 
Qu ilhot figu red largely in May or 
Keller’s first vice camp aign and later 
develop ments resu lted in his indict­ 
ment by the grand ju ry for obtaining 
large su ms of money from Mrs. Mar­ 
lon Miller, a wealthy Sou th Bend wom­ 
an, whom he married after a brief 
cou rtship . 
Qu ilhot is alleged to have had nine 
wives, all of whom he is said to have 
married in order to get p ossession of 
their money . 
He is believed to be 
hiding at Los Angeles.

LINCOLN HALL IS 


NEARLY COMPLETE 


Memorial In Washington to Be 


Ready by Next Birthday. 


WIRELESS TO LINK 


TWO AMERICAS 


COMPRISES FOUR FEATURES 


Statue of th* Man, Memorial* of Get 
tyeburg Speech and of Second In­ 
augural Address and a Symbol of the 
Union of the United States Stand 
Out Prominently. 


Work on the construction of the Lin­ 
coln memorial In Potomac park, a re 
markable structure that is to serve as 
a monument to the memory of Abra­ 
ham Lincoln, in accordance with an 
act of congress approved Feb. 9, 1911, 
is progressing rapidly. 
Residents and 
visitors to Washington are beginning 
to realize what a great addition the 
structure will be to the beauty spots 
of the capital city. 
On the great axis, planned over a 
century ago, at one end is the capitol, 
the monument of the government, and 
to the west, over a mile distant from 
the capitol, Is the monument to Wash 
lngton, one of the founders of the gov­ 
ernment. 
The Lincoln memorial, on 
the same axis, still farther to the west, 
completes an unparalleled composition 
Four Feature* of Merr»#rial. 
The Lincoln memorial comprises four 
features—a statue of the mars a me 
mortal of his Gettysburg speech, a me­ 
morial of his second inaugural address 
and a symbol of the Union of the Unit 
ed States, which he stated it was his 
paramount object to save—and which 
he did save. Each feature will impress 
the beholder with its greatest force by 
means of its isolation, though this iso* 
latlon is not planned to the extent of 
Impairing the relation of each feature 
to the others. 
The statue of Lincoln is the most 
important object, and it will be placed 
in the center of the memorial. 
This 
portion where the statue is placed is 
unoccupied by any other object that 
would detract from its-effectiveness. 
The smaller halls at each side of the 
central space each contain a memorial 
The Inaugural and Gettysburg speeches' 
will l)e shown by bronze letters ar 
ranged on a monument tablet aud ad 
Jacent low reliefs will relate in alle­ 
gory Lincoln's great qualities evident 
in these speeches. 
These memorials, 
although they can be sees' from any 
part of the hall, are partial1? screened 
from the central portion where the 
statue is placed by means of a row of 
Ionic columns. 
Colonnade Symbol of Union. 
Surrounding the walls incising the 
memorials to a colonnade, forming a 
symbol of the Union, each cotamu rep­ 
resenting a state—thirty-six fen all—for 
each state existing at the tim e'of Lin­ 
coln’s death, and on the wall appear* 
log above the colonnade and supporter! 
at intervals by eagles are forty-eight 
memorial festoons, one for each state 
existing at the present time.

For years the patent office bas beent 
regarded as a government training: 
school for patent lawyers, who enter- 
private practice at about tjfie time they 
become valuable to th# government. 
Under the reorganization, the number 
of examiner® in the several grades la 
lo be equaled. 
TW® will 0e*mit 
quicker promotion fisom the- lower 
grades andt according to Mr. Ewing, 
will reduce the number of resignations. 
The new law also. removes the limi­ 
tation against the employment of only 
two women as second assistant ex­ 
aminers. Any number of women may 
now be appointed; 
“Women make ex­ 
cellent assistant examiners,” said Com­ 
missioner Ewing, “and should be ap^ 
pointed whenever opportunity offers.”
